DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-9, filed 12/28/09, with respect to claim 8 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of said claims has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8, 1 0-1 9 allowed. The closest available art of Ochoa and Vanderroest 
disclose selectively operable intensive washing zones, but fail to disclose or obviate a 
pivotable cup holder that actuates a valve thus activating the intensive washing zone. 
The prior art disclose electrically controlled actuation means based on wash cycle, not 
mechanical means based on the presence of the object to be cleaned.
